T hey wrestled w ith their topheavy m u­ 
n icipal machin eries to make them a n ­ 
sw er the sharp n eed . 
Un d er the stress 
all the d efects of their political rule 
stood out un compromisin gly, n ot to la* 
d en ied . T heir overstaffed d epartm en ts 
w*re lost in th e in gen ious masses of 
their own con trivin g. 
There w as on ly 
om* an sw er to th e In extricable, blin d 
con fusion . 
Jt w as martial law. 
But here, to» *, there was in efficien cy 
In efficien cy that had been cultivated 
an d ten d ed , like a plan t, by politics 
through the he ed l ess years. 
In the a r­ 
mories tlicit* w ere n o reserve supplies 
of w e a p o n s or iimimiLiition for the vol­ 
un teers who d im e to offer their serv­ 


ic e s . 
Although the Un ited .States gov­ 
ern m en t had given Hit* states en ough 
mon ey an n ually for man y years back 
to equip them to full w ar stren gth, an d 
although the militia n owhere had m ain ­ 
tain ed even o n e half of that stren gth, 
there were n o reserves of blan kets, of 
tin iforms, of ten ts, of cots.

who d id n ot oven kn ow what it w as to 
be in the d ark, for they had slept all 
their lives In tin * electrically lighted 
city. 
It was u >t men that fin * regular arm y 
n eed ed , 
li was reserves! A n d n ever a 
con gress » if all the con gresses th a t had 
talked n ml voted an d appropriated had 
voted a practical system of arm y re- 
s e n es! 
Of all the men w ho had been train ed 
by previous arm y experien ce, tin * w ar 
d epartm en t could n ot call on on e un ­ 
less he cliose b* volun teer. 
If those 
men 
In valuable t<> the coun try at tills 
mom en t -offered themselves, they of 
fered "themselves on e by on e, here ami 
there 
an d 
everyw here, 
scattered 
through a lan d of 3,250,000 square 
miles. 
En listed thus, they wore futile 
in d ivid uals lost in hord es of raw re­ 
cruits. 
W hile the U n ited States, civilian an d 
military, was w orkin g hopelessly t«• 
m ake up in d esperate hours for l» » n g 
years of waste, th e efficien t, prepared , 
resourceful in vad er Mas laud in g his 
arm y, n ot on ly w ithout losin g a man , 
but without gettin g a m an ’s feet web 
So perfect w ere the d isposition s of tills 
ox|N*d itlon th at the com m an d er had 
been able to ord er, “Our troop« m ust 
lan d perfectly d ry,” aud Hu* ord er was 
carried out.

men t Were these gan gw ays bare of 
equipped men , movin g file sifter file 
in to the en orm ous flat bottom ed laud 
tag barges.
